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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the Species I in the reply filed on 1 1 July 2005 is 
acknowledged. Applicant's request for reconsideration regarding species A, B, and C is noted, 
therefore, the restriction regarding the species A, B, and C of that action is hereby withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a method for forming a storage node. 

II. Claims 12, 19-28, drawn to a method for forming capacitor. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the subcombination requires the steps of forming the insulation layer, plugs and 
isolation layer etc. which is not required by the combination. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as for forming wirings/interconnects. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 
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Should Applicant elected the invention of Group I or II, then one of the following species must 
be elected: 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species I drawn to chamber plasma doping method. 

Species II drawn to furnace doping method. 

Species III drawn to combination of plasma doping and furnace doping/anneal methods.
